Latest storm is year’s biggest 

School Board working to adjust calendar

The biggest win¬ 
ter storm of the year 
dropped about 10 inch¬ 
es of snow on Gallatin 
County last Wednesday 
afternoon and night. 

The deep snow made 
travel nearly impossible 
except for four-wheel- 
drive vehicles on Thurs¬ 
day morning. 

“It was chaos here,” 
said Jane Searcy of the 
Big Rig One Stop Shop, 
located next to Love’s 
Truck Stop off Exit 55 
of 1-71. “Tractor-trail¬ 
ers were parked every¬ 
where waiting out the

storm and the road into 
our shop and the truck 
stop was totally blocked. 
Our employees couldn’t 
even get here because of 
the traffic jam.” 

Further south, condi¬ 
tions were even worse 
with nearly two-feet of 
snow falling south of 
Louisville. Thousands of 
motorists were stranded 
in their cars for up to 24 
hours in a massive traffic 
jam on 1-65 just north of 
Elizabethtown. That tie- 
up, which was 26 miles 
long, was caused when 
tractor-trailers became 


Bernard “Cowboy” 
Hopkins, lying dead in 
their living room with a 
bullet hole between his 
eyes. 

The nightmarish scene 


bogged down and jack¬ 
knifed in the deep snow. 
The National Guard was 
dispatched to make safe¬ 
ty checks on drivers and 
passengers trapped in 
their vehicles. 

Kentucky Governor 
Steve Beshear declared 
a state of emergency 
for the entire common¬ 
wealth because of the 
storm’s severity. 

The recent snow has 
further complicated the 
calendar for Gallatin 
County Schools, which 
has now missed 11 days 
because of bad weather. 


haunts her every day 
and so does the fact her 
brother’s killer has never 
been found. 

“They say time heals 
everything but that’s not 
the case,” Bladen said 
last week. “I go to bed 
thinking about it and 
wake up thinking about 
it. Not a second goes by 
that I don’t think about 
my brother’s murder and 
who is responsible.” 

Bladen said there 
have been several leads 
in the search for the 
killer but she has grown 
disheartened with law 
enforcement’s inability 
to make an arrest in the 
case. 

“It’s so terribly frus¬ 
trating,” Bladen said last 
week. “It’s beginning to 
seem no one cares about 
finding his mur-derer 
but me. I’ve done every¬ 
thing I can to get justice 
and that won’t change. 
Even though it has been 
26 years, I won’t rest 
until his killer has been 
found.” 


To make up some of 
the days, spring break 
has been shortened from 
five to two days. Also, 
the Board of Education 
is considering a plan 
to make up one day by 
extending school 30 
minutes a day for a two- 
week period beginning 
March 16. If that pro¬ 
posal is approved, the fi¬ 
nal day of school would 
be Friday, May 29. No 
date for graduation has 
been set yet. The Board 
will make that decision 
when the changes in the 
calendar are finalized. 


Bladen has worked 
tirelessly over the years 
to help police solve the 
mystery of her brother’s 
death. She has talked 
with detectives, taken 
out newspaper ads, writ¬ 
ten letters to the editor 
and even consulted a 
psychic. At times, she 
has felt an arrest was 
near but it has never 
happened. 

“Every morning I 
wake up and pray this 
will be the day Cow¬ 
boy’s murderer will be 
found,” Bladen said. 

Hopkins was shot at 
the Walnut Valley Road 
trailer he shared with his 
sister. He was 32 years 
old when he died. 

Bladen was working 
at the Warsaw Carryout 
the night of the murder. 
Her brother called her at 
8:45 p.m. and told her he 
was concerned because 
he received an anony¬ 
mous call from a woman 
who said something bad 
was going to happen to

Juveniles who harass 
citizens and vandal¬ 
ize property were again 
discussed at Monday’s 
Warsaw City Council 
meeting.

“But you 
can’t throw 12-year-old 
kids in jail and I don’t 
know how you’re going 
to get them home by 10 
if they’re not home by 
11 now.” 

“We’re about to open 
a can of worms with 
this,” said council mem¬ 
ber Randy Jones. 

Mayor Nelson Brown 
said he and police chief 
Donnie Gould have been 
discussing the problem 
and making plans for 
the summer. Gould re¬ 
cently cited youths for 
loitering at the Gallatin 
County IGA.

Tourism Director Wayne 
Rassman addressed 

council about plans for 
Warsaw ’s Bicentennial 


Celebration which will 
take place this year. 

“We’ll have a plan¬ 
ning meeting on Mon¬ 
day, March 23rd, at 
Jewell’s On Main side 
room,” said Rassman. 
“We want everybody 
there and every local 
group that will come.” 

Former resident and 
local historian Bernie 
Spencer has been invited 
to the meeting as well as 
all county and city orga¬ 
nizations. The celebra¬ 
tion will probably be 
held in the fall and may 
be in conjunction with 
the city’s Pumpkin Fes¬ 
tival or BBQ contest. 

•The Morris fam¬ 
ily, owner of Sugar Bay 
Golf Course, has queried 
the city about selling al¬ 
cohol.

Houses attack on Anheauser-Busch is \bizarro y 


One legislator said the beer 
distribution debate that brewed 
and boiled in the Kentucky 
House reminded him of comic¬ 
book episodes featuring Bizarro, 
the super villain who appeared 
as the antithesis of DC Comics’ 
Superman in the late 1950s. 

Nothing demonstrated that 
mirror image more than Bizar¬ 
ro’s speech, all of which meant 
the opposite. What was “bad” 
became “good” and what was 
“good” wasn’t. 

It’s indeed much like what 
happened during debate on 
House Speaker Greg Stumbo’s 
confiscatory House Bill 168 
aimed at taking Kentucky prop¬ 
erty away from a single compa¬ 
ny, Anheuser-Busch InBev. 

An amendment by Rep. Adam 
Koenig, Erlanger’s free-market 
Superman would have protected 
the brewery’s distributorships in 
Louisville and Owensboro. 

Stumbo, D-Prestonsburg, star¬ 
ring as Bizarro—minus leotards, 
cape and big large “B”—called 
the hero’s amendment “flawed”. 

Rep. David Floyd, R-Bard- 
stown, dared to suggest doing 
away with outdated Prohibition- 
era beer regulations and allow¬ 
ing Kentucky-based brewers and 
microbrewers to distribute their 
own products instead of being 
forced to use a third party. 

Most small operators would 
heartily support such freedom. 
The rest simply use regulatory 
policy as kryptonite against 
competitors. 

This all is really about the 
worst type of cronyism—the 
kind used to feed greed and em¬ 
ploy Bizarro’s power. 

Were it not for the scaremon- 
gering and misinformation of¬ 
fered by two distributors that 
compete with Anheuser-Busch, 
both amendments could have 


moved forward. 

Chas. Seligman Distributing 
Company in Northern Kentucky 
claims that allowing Anheuser- 
Busch to own distributorships 
would result in a monopoly. 

General Manager Jennifer Do¬ 
ering doing her best Chicken-Little 
impression includes arguments 
that, in Bizarro-talk, means the 
“good”—a company growing in a 
vibrant marketplace—is “bad” and 
that the “bad”—discouraging out¬ 
side investment in the Bluegrass 
State—is “good.” 

“I don’t think it’s right that a for¬ 
eign company comes in and tries to 
eliminate a system that works very 
well. If it starts with Owensboro, 
it’s just going to continue on,” 
she lectured, even as Kentucky 
Gov. Beshear was touting his trips 
abroad to try and attract new busi¬ 
ness. 

Why should the governor suc¬ 
ceed if, as Doering spouts, it’s 
“bad” for a large foreign-owned 
company to grow and prosper 
here? 

How “good” it would be—in 
Bizarro Doering’s view—for gov¬ 
ernment to not only keep that com¬ 
pany from purchasing new entities 
but also to force it to sell its exist¬ 


ing operations. 

Could it be that Bizarro had ul¬ 
terior motives? Why yes! 

Seligman sales executive Greg 
Thomas told Louisville TV report¬ 
er Joe Arnold that his company 
would be “interested” in purchas¬ 
ing Anheuser-Busch’s Louisville 
operation if the beer giant is forced 
to liquidate. 

So will the story be that Selig¬ 
man got Stumbo to use his gov¬ 
ernment power not only to shake 
a company down and give it to a 
large “contributor” to those very 
same shakedown efforts? 

All while Stumbo used Bizarro- 
speak about “fairness,” “a level 
playing field” and the “purity” of 
the three-tier system, which he 
even acknowledged is riddled with 
“exceptions.” Hypocritically so. 

State senators, who ultimately 
will decide the fate of this krypton- 
itic legislation, should do in legis¬ 
lative terms what Earth-3 invaders 
did to Bizarro in their final battle 
with him—send his ideas down to 
a terrible defeat, which I’m certain 
would have even Luthor crying in 
his Country Boy brew.

Glencoe may be 
overpaying for 

sewer bonds

Former mayor Mike 
Murphy spoke at Mon¬ 
day’s Glencoe City 
Council meeting and 
said the city has been 
paying on an Encroach¬ 
ment Permit Bond for 
four years that’s no lon¬ 
ger needed. 

The bond was issued 
by the state for the city’s 
sewer project and should 
have been cancelled in 
2011, but wasn’t. He 
said $1,832 was paid 
needlessly by the city. 

Glencoe Mayor Mike 
Hampton said he will 
look into the matter and 
cancel the bond if neces¬ 


sary.

one of his family mem¬ 
bers. She got off work at 
11 p.m. and knew some¬ 
thing was wrong as soon 
as she pulled up to the 
trailer. 

“Cowboy always left 
the light on and the front 
door unlocked for me.” 
She said. “That night 
the light was out and the 
door was locked.” 

The shot that killed 
her brother came through 
the living room window. 
Bladen believes the kill¬ 
er entered the trailer af¬ 
ter the shooting to make 
sure her brother was 
dead and then turned out 
the light and locked the 
door when he left. 

Hopkins was known 
for his big smile and 
outgoing personality. 
He was a self-employed 
truck driver and heavy 
equipment operator who 
had a reputation as being 
a lady’s man. 

“My brother loved 
life,” said Bladen. “Sure, 
he drank and partied 
some but he had a heart 
of gold and would have 


done anything for any¬ 
one. That’s why he had 
so many friends.” 

Bladen believes there 
are people living in Gal¬ 
latin County that know 
who the killer is and who 
could help police. 

“It just going to take 
a little luck, a mistake 
by the killer or the right 
person to come for¬ 
ward,” said Bladen. “I 
know that day will come 
and it can’t get here soon 
enough.

Safety Awareness Week 

Before a Flood 

To prepare for a flood, 
you should: 

•Avoid building in a 
flood prone area unless 
you elevate and rein¬ 
force your home. 

•Elevate the furnace, 
water heater, and elec¬ 
tric panel if susceptible 
to flooding. 

•Instair‘checkvalves” 
in sewer traps to prevent 
floodwater from back¬ 
ing up into the drains of 
your home. 

•Contact community 
officials to find out if 
they are planning to con¬ 
struct barriers (levees, 
beams, floodwalls) to 
stop floodwater from en¬ 
tering the homes in your 
area. 

•Seal the walls in 
your basement with wa¬ 
terproofing compounds 
to avoid seepage. 

After a Flood 
The First Steps 

Your home has been 
flooded. Although flood- 
waters may be down in 
some areas, many dan¬ 
gers still exist. Here are 
some things to remem¬ 
ber in the days ahead. 

•Roads may still be 
closed because they 
have been damaged or 
are covered by water. 
Barricades have been 
placed for your protec¬ 
tion. If you come upon 
a barricade or a flooded 
road, go another way. 


•Keep listening to 
the radio for news about 
what to do, where to go, 
or places to avoid. 

•Emergency workers 
will be assisting people 
in flooded areas. You can 
help them by staying off 
the roads and out of the 
way. 

•If you must walk or 
drive in areas that have 
been flooded: 

*Stay on firm ground. 
Moving water only 6 
inches deep can sweep 
you off your feet. Stand¬ 
ing water may be elec¬ 
trically charged from 
underground or downed 
power lines. 

*Flooding may have 
caused familiar places to 
change. Floodwaters of¬ 
ten erode roads and walk¬ 
ways. Flood debris may 
hide animals and broken 
bottles, and it’s also slip¬ 
pery. Avoid walking or 
driving through it. 

*Play it safe. Addi¬ 
tional flooding or flash 
floods can occur. Listen 
for local warnings and 
information. If your car 
stalls in rapidly rising 
waters, get out immedi¬ 
ately and climb to higher 
ground. 

Staying Healthy 

A flood can cause 
emotional and physical 
stress. You need to look 
after yourself and your 
family as you focus on 
cleanup and repair. 

•Rest often and eat 
well. 

•Keep a manageable 


schedule. Make a list and 
do jobs one at a time. 

•Discuss your con¬ 
cerns with others and 
seek help. Contact Red 
Cross for information on 
emotional support avail¬ 
able in your area. 

Cleaning Up and 
Repairing Your Home 

Turn off the electric¬ 
ity at the main breaker 
or fuse box, even if the 
power is off in your 
community. That way, 
you can decide when 
your home is dry enough 
to turn it back on. 

Getting Help 

•The American Red 
Cross can help you by 
providing you with a 
voucher to purchase new 
clothing, groceries, es¬ 
sential medications, bed¬ 
ding, essential furnish¬ 
ings, and other items to 
meet emergency needs. 
Listen to the radio to 
find out where to go for 
assistance, or look up 
American Red Cross in 
the phone book and call. 

•The Red Cross can 
provide you with a 
cleanup kit: mop, broom, 
bucket, and cleaning 
supplies. 

•Contact your insur¬ 
ance agent to discuss 
claims. 

•Listen to your radio 
for information on as¬ 
sistance that may be pro¬ 
vided by the state or fed¬ 
eral government or other 
organizations. 

•If you hire cleanup 
or repair contractors, be 
sure they are qualified 
to do the job. Be wary 
of people who drive 
through neighborhoods 
offering help in clean¬ 
ing up or repairing your 
home. Check references.

Colorectal cancer is 
cancer that occurs in the 
colon or rectum. It is 
the second leading can¬ 
cer killer in the United 
States, but it doesn’t 
have to be. 

Men and women can 
get colorectal cancer and 
it is most often found in 
people age 50 or older. 
The risk increases with 
age. Your risk for col¬ 
orectal cancer may be 
higher than average if: 

•You or a close rela¬ 
tive have had colorectal 
polyps or colorectal can¬ 
cer. 

•You have inflamma¬ 
tory bowel disease. 

•You have a genetic 
syndrome such as famil¬ 
ial adenomatous polypo¬ 
sis (FAP) or hereditary 
nonpolyposis colorectal 
cancer. 

Colorectal cancer can 
start with no symptoms. 
Precancerous polyps and 
early- stage colorectal 
cancer doesn’t always 
cause symptoms, espe¬ 
cially at first. This means 
that someone could have 
polyps or colorectal can¬ 
cer and not know it. This 
is why having a screen¬ 
ing test is so important. 

Some people with 
colorectal polyps or col¬ 


orectal cancer do have 
symptoms. They may 
include: 

•Blood in or on your 
stool (bowel move¬ 
ment). 

•Stomach pains, 
aches, or cramps that 
don’t go away. 

•Losing weight and 
you don’t know why. 

These symptoms may 
be caused by some¬ 
thing other than cancer. 
However, the only way 
to know what is caus¬ 
ing them is to see your 
health care provider. 

Screening saves lives. 
Here’s how: 

•Colorectal cancer 
usually starts from pol¬ 
yps in the colon or rec¬ 
tum. A polyp is a growth 
that shouldn’t be there. 

•Over time, some pol¬ 
yps can turn into cancer. 

•Screening tests can 
find polyps, so they can 
be removed before they 
turn into cancer. 

•Screening tests also 
can find colorectal can¬ 
cer early. When it is 
found early, the chance 
of being cured is good. 

The bottom line is if 
you are 50 or older; talk 
with your health care 
provider about getting 
screened.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors — 

Time to buy fishing licenses! 


It is the time of year 
anglers must make an in¬ 
vestment in their future 
fishing. Current 2014- 
2015 fishing licenses ex¬ 
pired March 1. 

A Kentucky resident 
annual fishing license 
sets you back $20. This 
isn’t as cheap as it was 
20 years ago, but it is 
still a great bargain for 
all you receive in return. 

“We do not receive 
General Fund state tax 
dollars for our funding,” 
said Jeff Ross, assistant 
director of fisheries for 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “Our funding 
is reliant on license sales 
and the federal monies 
that go along with them. 
The anglers of Kentucky 
fund the fisheries divi¬ 
sion.” 

Not everyone has to 
purchase a fishing li¬ 
cense. Kentucky resi¬ 
dents fishing a pond or 
lake on land they own 
don’t need a fishing li¬ 
cense, but their guests, 
and even blood relatives, 
must have a valid fishing 
license. Dependent chil¬ 
dren and tenants who 
live and work on the 
land also are license ex¬ 
empt if they are fishing 
a pond on the land on 
which they live. 

Those who live out¬ 
side of Kentucky, but 
own land here, must still 
purchase a fishing li¬ 
cense if they plan to fish 
a lake or pond on their 
land. A general rule of 
thumb about residency: 
if you don’t possess a

Anglers under the age 
of 16, military person¬ 
nel on furlough for more 
than three days, those 
participating in Free 
Fishing Days in June and 
visitors fishing inside the 
boundaries of Mammoth 
Cave National Park also 
don’t need a fishing li¬ 
cense. People fishing at 
pay lakes need either a 
valid fishing license or a 
permit issued by the pay 
lake operator. 

Those who intend to 
keep trout or plan to fish 
the Cumberland River 
below Wolf Creek Dam 
must purchase a $10 
trout permit. Kentucky 
residents certified as 
disabled or those 65 or 
older get their fishing 
license and trout permit 
with the $5 senior/dis¬ 
abled license.
